'that the proper thing to be done is to 
paya direct bonus on the production a 
lead mined avd smelted in Canada. The 
proposition submitted to parliament is 
that a2 bounty of 75 cents per hundred 
pounds. equal to $19 a ion, on jead cOn- 
tained in lead bearing ores mined in 
Canada shall be paid to the producers 
or vendors of such ores upon evidence 
that the said ores have been: smelted 
in Canada. The total amount of bounty 
to be paid in any one year is not to 
exceed five hundred ihoasund dollars, 
and if at any time the standard price 
of pig lead in London, England, exceeds 
Li2 10s pér ton of/2,240 pounds, the 
bounty Shall be reduced propori ionate- 
\ly to the amount of such excess. If at 
‘any time the government believes that 
-he charges’ for the transportation 
and treatment of lead ores in Canada 
are excessive, a reduced Bounty at a 
rate to be fixed hy the government 
may be paid on lead contained in ores 
mined m Canada and exported for 
treatment abroad. The bouuties shall 
not extend beyond ihe third of June, 
1908. The prov‘sion for payings boun- 
ves for the refining of iead is repeak 
ed. 
it will be noiiced that five years is 
che term during which the bounty will 
run, the samé term 9s was proposed 
ip ube case Of the bounty tor lead re- 
fined, apd that the bounty will con- 
iinue a year later than it was intend- 
ed the bounty for lead refining would 
it wi}l be noted that the toial amount 
payable in any year uuder the pres 
eni proposition. is half a million dol- 
lars. as agaiurt a total of one hundred 
-housaud dollars on the proposed boun- 
ies for lead refining. It may very 
well also be noted ihat the low price 
of lead is admitied as tbe cause of the 
depression of che induscry, by the pro- 
vision that if the price goes above a 
‘ceriain figure, the bounty is «corres- 
‘ pontiingly reduced. 
Tne ‘proposiiion to levy increased 
Guties on lead products imported was 
l shown io be mee ive as Lhe amount 
of suck products used in Canad2 was 
not sufficien’ to seriously affect the 
Britisi.

in the case vf former bounties. The 
jead smelung and refining udusiries 
both in Conada aud the States, consti- 
tutes a singte combine. The vast ex- 
penditure of capital necessary to go 
into the smel’ang o* refining business 
makes that combine practically invul- 
nerable. If it pleases the combine to 
take 75 cents per top over and above 
ihe present charges for smelting out 
of Canadian lead, there is no means 
eoniained in the proposed bounty pro- 
position to preven! their doing so. It 
is trne that if the government is sat- 
isfied thet the smelicrs are not treai- 
ing the miners fairly they can with- 
draw the bonus, but when that ts done 
the miners are no better off than they 
are today. for the conditions would be 
the same. The probability is 
tbe smelter trust will not take 
the whole of the bonus, *ut that it will 
take the larger part of it, leaving the 
miners only enough ito make it to their 
interest not to complain. 

The opinion of some of those who are 
experts im the lead mdustry is that 
the smelting trust, whose rapacity the 
present progosition ts intended to con- 
trol. wil ultimately get the lion's 
share of the half million dollars per 
year that is tu be voted for the bene- 
fit of the Jead miming industry and for 
the building up of general prosperity 
in the Kootenay.
